LONDON, Aug. 19.—The strike de. 


clared by the Amb&lgamated Society 
of Railway Servants and three allied 
societies was attended with compara- 
tively little rioting today, though the 
afternoon brought reports. of blood- 
shed at Lianelly, Wales, where troons 
fired on a mob, killing two men and 


woundin, a third. . 

Shortly before this news was re- 
ceived the home office issued an op- 
timistic bulletin. It read: 

“Perfect tranquility and order pre- 
valls throughout the London districts. 
Reduced, but effective traim service 
ig operated at all stations. The port 
of London is working at its full ac. 
tivity with the exception of the light 
ermen, who are still on strike. 

“No serious rioting is reported from 

any part of the country. although there 
have been disorders at various points. 
The Lord Mayor of Liverpool reports 
that he is being loyally supportea by 
magistrates and large number of citi- 
zens, 3000 constables have been sworn in 
at Liverpoo)."’ 
The disorders mentioned by Home Sec- 
retary Churchill were ehiefly conflicts 
between the strikers and police in the 
northern towns. Violent attempt to 
damage the railroads were few. In 
some instances the rails were torn up, 
creeough wires cut and signal boxes 
wrecked.

‘ne obstructions put in their way; but 
ail of the obstructions were discovered 
in time to avert accident. 

Few Trains Run, 

The chief railway companies of En- 
gland are living up to their promises to 
maintain restricted train service under 
the protection of soldiers and the police. 
Trains were running this morning on 
all lines, although in greatly reduced 
numbers. A fair percentage of the men 
remained loyal, while a large number of 
applications were made for work by 
outsiders. 

Even some of the union men continued 
_ at their. duties, being reluctant to strike 
while negotiations for a settlement were 
proceeding. A few local urlions adopted 
resolutions not to strike until some de- 
cision had been arrived between the 
Government leaders and the railway 
managers. . 

David Lloyd-George, Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, has now taken charge 
of the situation for the Government. 
and through the good offices of James 
Ramsay MacDonald, M. P., chairman 
of the labor party, succeeded in in- 
ducing the officials of the Irish and 
Scottish, as well as the English unions, 
to meet him at noon today. 

He was assisted by John Burns, pres- 
ident of the local Government board. 
and as both MacDonald and Burns are 
known as sympathizers with the unions 
and have the confidence of the railway

GRAND AVENUE $7500 


Corner at Olive Street Leased 
for Erection of Big Business 
Building. 

A valuation basis of $7500 a front foot, 
the largest price ever recorded for 
property in St. Louis west of Twelfth 
Street, was made in a 99-year lease to 
George W. Teasdale of the southwest 
corner of Olive street and Grand av- 
enue. An annual ground rental of $15,000 
is provided for in the lease completed 

Friday. 

The lease is based on a 4 per cent net 
valuation of $375,000 for the Olive street 
frontage of 50 feet. The property ex- 
tends 100 feet on Grand avenue and con- 
tains a three-story stone building.

MASTER COLES WOULD

Attorney Philip W. and 
Jehn H. Williams, representing a com- 


mittee created to reorganize the Lewis 
properties, appeared before*Coles and 
urged him to recommend to the re- 
ceiver Matt Reynolds, the acceptance of 
@ proposition to sell the Lewis equity 
in the Star to Nathan Frank for $55.000. 

As an additional consideration, 
Frank is to turn over to the receiver 
for the Lewis properties $35,000 of 
real estate notes, the ownership of 
which is in dispute. Frank contends 
that the ownership of the notes is 
vested in him, but the Lewis interests 
claim the notes were put up as col- 
lateral to secure Frank when Lewis 
failed to keep up his payments on the 
property. 

, Option Was Extended. 

Tt was revealed that Hearst had ob- 
tained an option of purchase on the 
Star, to be exercised on or before 
Sept. 15, and that the option had been 
extended 30 days. 

The deal between Hearst and Frank 
was so urgent, it developed, that Coles 
was induced to interrupt his vaca- 
tion and return from Michigan to St. 
Louis to hear testimony as to the 
value of the Lewis interests -in the 
Star, and to determine whether to 
recommend the acceptance of the 
Hearst offer. 

Haberman and Williams told Coles 
that Lewis owned 1350 shares of the 
5000 shares of the capital stock of 
the Star. Of this he had pledged about 
250 shares, so that about 1100 shares 
were involved in the deal, Williams 
said Frank probably would get $100,- 
000 for the 1100 shares if his deal 
with Hearst went through, indicating 
that a valuation of about $500,000 had 
been placed on the property. 

$50,000 Cash Offered. 

While it was not brought out at the 
hearing, it has become known in St. 
Louis that Hearst has offered to pay 
Frank $50,000 cash for the Star and 
assume all og its outstanding obliga- 
tions, providing wJrank can acquire 
the Lewis equity. 

Coles told Haberman and Williams 
that he would like to hear the testi- 
mony of a newspaper expert as to the

like to have Lewis called as a witness. 
It was agreed that Lewis should ap- 
pear at an open hearing before Coles at 
10 a. m. Monday. 

Coles: said it had been represented to 
him that Lewis invested about $500,000 
in the Star when he bought it a few 
years ago. He said he could not under- 
stand how the Lewis interests had 
dwindled to a valuation of $55,000 in such 
a short time. He wanted to have Lewis 
called, he said, to make an explana- 
tion. 

Williams said, in the discussion of the 
value of the Star, that it was worth 
whatever it could be sold for. He said 
there were but three men in the United 
States, one among them being Hearst, 
who could use the property. He said 
Frank probably would make a profit on 
the Lewis stock, but that he would 
have to take long term note or bonds, 
and that it would be years before he 
could convert them into cash. 

Asks Reason for Haste. 

“What is the urgency of this propo- 
sition?’ Coles asked. “Why should I 
be called here from my vacation in 
Michigan to consider this proposition? 
Why does not the receiver for the 
Lewis properties sell the Star?’ 

Haberman and Williams explained 
that Frank held all the stock but the 
13h) shares, and that before the receiver 
could. sell the property he would have 
to satisfy the Frank claims. It would 
be much easier, they said, to sel] the 
Lewis equity to Frank so that he could 
sell it under the option. 

If the receiver sold the property he 
would have to raise §110,000 to pay Frank 
outright,”’ said Williams. “He wouid 
have to pay $15,000 rent, and raise about 
$175,000 to pay operating expenses and 
loeses until the paper Could be sold.

Girl Stands by His Side and 
Sheuts Encouragement to 
Men Battling in Waves.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Aug. 19.—Wire- 


less ‘messages received here early today 
gave meager details of the rescue of 
the crew of the sinking yacht Zingara 
off Horton’s Point, in Long Island 
Sound, this morning. 


Jacob Astor’s yacht Noma, on which 


Col. Astor and his fiancee, Miss Made- 
line Force, are cruising to Newport. 


Col. Astor and Miss Force watched the 
thrilling rescue from the deck. 

The young woman, with her fiance, 
stood at the yacht’s railing, he direct- 
ng his men, and she shouting encour- 
agement to the life-savers. 

The Zingara left here yesterday and 
ran into a squall off Indian Neck, 
which washed the decks clear, opened 
up the seams of the boat and left the 
crew of five helpless in a high sea. 
The sailors had to man the pumps 
and keep them going while the vessel 
drifted before the wind. The water 
in the hold was gaining rapidly on 
them when the Noma was seen off 
Horton’s Point. 

Sends Up a Rocket. 

The Zingara sent up a rocket as 
soon as the lights of the Astor boat 
were sighted, and Capt. Roberts of 
the Noma, at Col. Astor’s direction, 
put his high powered electric search- 
light into commission and turned it 
on the Zingara, quickly making clear 
her plight. 

Twelve miles off Horton’s Point, in 
a high. sea, the rescue was effected 
by the men of the Noma. The sinking 
Zingara was left behind, while her 
crew was hustled into commodious 
quarters, given a change of clothing 
and the best meal that the Noma’s 
lockers would provide. 

The rescued men will be landed at 
New London. 

Detail of Rescue. 
The rescue\was described in the fol- 
lowing wireless message received by the 
Associated Press today from the Noma: 

“Captain Richard Roberts, master of 
Col. J. ‘J. Astor’s steam yacht Noma, 
rescued the crew of five men from the 
fifty-two-foot sloop Zingara at 11:30 p. 
m. (Friday). Strong wind from west 
northwest with very rough sea. She 
(The Zingara) left Duck Island this 
morning headed toward Newhaven. She 
struck heavy squall off Indian Neck, 
which nearly capgized her washing bin- 
nacle and everything movable over- 
board. The five men worked at the 
pumps all the afternoon but without 
avail, as her seams had opened badly. 

“Captain of Zingara said several ves- 
sels paid no attention to their signals 
for help. Col. John J. Astor was.on 
deck during the rescue and gave 4as- 
sistance when launching and taking in 
Hfeboat. Mr. and Miss Force were on 
deck during the thrilling operation. This 
is the second rescue at seas Capt. 
Roberts has made within the last few 
years. . 

Astor accompanied by his fiancee, and 
her father, William H. Force, sailed in 
the Astor yacht, Noma, yesterday. A 
half an hour before the yacht weighed 
anchor Col. Astor and Miss Force were 
at the office of the Astor estate, 23 West 
Twenty-sixth street, where, it was said, 
a marriage settlement of $2,000,000 was 
made upon the bride-elect.

There was much excitement in Maple- 
wood Friday evening when Constable 
George A. Bode drove up to the Pell 
home, 7332 Marietta avenue, in his au- 
tomobile and arrested Mrs. Pell. To 
see her come out of her home <nd enter 
an automobile did not arouse more than 
passing comment among the neigh- 
bors, for the Pell family has an auto- 
mobile, 

Excites the Neighbors. 

Some of the neighbors wondered who 
it was that was taking Mrs. Pel! out 
riding, and when they found it was 
Constable Bode, it was quickly recalled 
that the same machine had been seen 
often in Maplewood, and that its occu- 
pant had often asked casually where 
Mrs. Pell was since she quit acting as 
collector for the Water and Light Co.

Rising in a cornfield at Swanville at 
11:64 a. m., Atwood flew into a blast of 
wind which he said hit him like a 
tempest, but he steered to a point high 
over Erie and landed in the grounds 
assigned to him. 

Atwood’s arrival here on the sixth day 
of his flight landed him 738 miles from 
his starting point in St. Louis. He is 
still 517 miles from New York. 

Atwood’s biplane, which hasbeen 
kept under the trees near the lake 
shore at Swanville all night after it 
had been brought to earth In a corn: 
field because the aviator found he 
had not sufficient gasoline to take 
him into Erie, was wheeled out into 
the field again early today. 

Having, in five days, gone more than 
half the 1265 miles from his starting | 
point at the St. Louis Post-Dispat:h 
Building to.his proposed landing at ©0- 
ney Island in New York, Atwood is con- 
fident that by Monday he will be well 
beyond Rochester, N. Y. His longest 
day’s flight so far was between St. 
Louis and Chicago, last Monday, when 
he made 286 miles with two intermedl- 
ate stops. His shortest day's run was 
between Cleveland and here, when he 
made 84 miles without stopping between 
start and finish. 

Atwood is confident of early next 
week delivering to the New York World 
the message he carries from the Post- 
Dispatch. 

Threatened by Darkness. 

Atwood’s get-away from Cleveland 
yesterday was so late in the afternoon 
that he faced a prospect of being over- 
taken by darkness. First, he had to 
ascend from a narrow strip of fenced, 
sandy beach. He glided down hill and, 
almost touching the water, flew out over 
the lake into a treacherous wind. By 
skillful steering he took a spiral up- 
ward course, and later — on the 
Count Club golf links. 

On aie! golf course he made three un- 
successful starts before he could rise 
high enough to skim over the treetops. 
Safely. in the air, he swung out over 
the lake, came back to @ point over the 
land, and, at an altitude of 600 feet, 
struck out on his course, fixed by the 
Lake Shore & Michigan Southern rail- 
road tracks, with the intention of reach- 
ing Erie before sundown. 

Watchers Along Way: 

All along the route telephone and 
telegraph lines for two hours cid a 
business devoted almost exclusively to 
messages concerning Atwood’s move- 
ments. 

“Over Conneaut, O., at 5:41 p. m.; 500 
feet high and going Ifke an express 
train,” came from one operator, and was 
soon followed by another, who reported:

AM overjoyed at breaking the record, 
| as it has been my ambition ever 
since I took up aeroplaning. The 
high mark got to be such an obsession 
around the hangars, but I’ve got the 
laugh on the other boys now. 

I started after the world’s record 
yesterday the minute my Wright bi- 
plane left the ground at 3:30 p. m. It 
was an ideal day for climbing, the air 
being calm above 3000 feet, hardly a 
breeze blowing. 

I climbed about 500 feet before I 

hit a stratum of air that I liked. I 
stayed there a while, floating around 
until I was directly over the Hawthorne 
race track. Then I started to climb. 
I gave my machine its head and we 
started. Up and up it went. When I 
next came to a level angle I was 10,000 
feet high and above the old world’s 
fair grounds. Then I pointed the nose 
of my machine out into the Lake and 
climbed against a slight wind. 
It was terribly. cold out over the lake. 
Up 10,000 feet it was several degrees 
below freezing, and with each succeed- 
ing inch it grew colder. My hands be- 
came numb, but I took turns holding the 
controlling lever with one hand, while 
I warmedithe other against the engine 
radiator. I saw the water in my drip 
pan freezing as though it was in the 
winter, but my engine seemed to be 
working perfectly, so I Wd not mind. 


Couldn’t Judge Height 
T was hard for me to tell how high 
| I was. Had I known I was only 
11,000 feet I could have climbed a 
coupie of thousand more. Strange as it 
may seem, it didn’t look as if it were 
more than 400 or 500 feet to the ground. 
I could see everything plainly from up 


behind the clouds, even to the tents on 
the aviation grounds. 

When they say I cotldn’t be seen 
from the grounds because of my being 
up a couple of miles, I could pick out 
various buildings I knew in the loop dis- 
trict and could see the crowds moving 


‘about on the grounds, 


If I had been up only a couple of 
hundred feet I could not have seen 
plainer. 

My hearing wasn't affected in the 
least, except by the constant drum- 
ming of the engine, and the light air 
aid not hurt my eyes or ears. I 
breathed just as naturally as though 
I were on the ground. When I canie 
down I found a couple of blood stains 
on my ear lobes, probably from 
bleeding, but I did not feel the strain 
that must have been on the drums. 

I am down mainly because I guess- 
ed I had smashed the record—the ob- 
ject of my climb—and because it was 
so terribly cold. I had on a heavy 
leather jacket and leather gloves, but 
the cold went through them as though 
they wére bits of cloth,

I feel confident I could have climbed 
two or three thousand feet higher, but 
I thought I had broken all records, so 
'I came down. 

I was up at the highest altitude about 
5:30 o’clock. From 5 until 5:30 o’clock 
I was climbing steadily. 

How little the strain affected me is 
proven by the fact that I was able to 
pilot my machine back up into the air 
for an hour cruise when I landed after 
breaking the record. I haven't felt 
the slightest ill effects from that lofty 
trip.

General in Dublin. 

The strikers are meeting with more 
success outside London. At Birming- 
ham freight was moved today only with 
the assistance of strong forces of police 
and it was feared that disorders would 
occur. 

The strike is general in Dublin, where 
the Unions claim 8 per cent of the 
employes are out. The expresses from 
Dublin to Cork and Dublin to Rosslare 
Harbor have been discontinued and the 
trains operated today were in the hands 
of inexperienced men, : 

In West Wales there was an almost 
complete stoppage, while in Edinburgh 
and at ‘other Scottish points the com- 
Janles experienced the greatest diffi- 
cuity in keeping their trains moving.

Americans Stranded. 


Hundreds of Americans booked to sail 
on ‘the blockaded ships are literally 
stranded in London. Many of them at- 
tempted to reach Liverpool and sail 
minus all their belongings except what 
they were wearing or could conveniently 
carry. Today the London steamship of- 
fices wera besieged by Americans who 
held tickets oh these ships and for those 
due to sail today, clamoring for trans- 
fers to boats sailing from Southampton, 
now the only port where traffic is not 
tied up. 

The boat train for the Hamburg-Almer- 
ican Kalserin Auguste Victoria got 
through safely, but Waterloo Station 
was surrounded by grenadier guards 
with fixed bayonets and ball cartridges 
to prevent trouble. The boat train also 
carried 1000 bags of mail which had been 
diverted from Liverpool. 

Today another train will start for 
Southampton for the American liner 
Philadelphia and the Atlantic transport 
Minneapolis will leave Tilbury docks. It 
is predicted that these will be the last 
ships leaving until the strike is set- 
tled, as rumors of a tieup of Southamp- 
ton port are now getting ominous. Asa 
result the new Olympic and other boats 
have been forgotten and the old Phil- 
adelphia and Minneapolis will be the 
popular sailings of the season so great 
is the demand for accommodations,

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ARCHBISHOP SENDS 
LETTER APPROVING 
HGH SCHOOL PLAN 


Parish Priests of Diocese Get 
| Copies of Note to Head of 
New Institutions. 








All the priests of the St. Louis diocese 
received Saturday copies of a letter 
written by Archbishop Glennon to the 
Rev. A. V. Garthoeffner, diocesan su- 
perintendent of Catholic schools, com- 
mending the new Catholic high schools 
that are to be opened next month in 
St. Louis. 

In an address to the Catholic Par- 
ochial Teachers’ Institute at Christian 
Brothers’ College Friday, the Arch- 
bishop emphasized his approval of the 
plan. He said the high school centers 
would be. expected to take a leading 
part in the upbuilding of Catholic edu- 
cation in the St. Louis diocese. 

The Archbishop’s letter-is as follows: 
Reverend and Dear Sir—I desire 
again to express my hearty approval 
of your efforts in the promotion of 
secondary education, and particular- 
ly in the purpose you have now be- : 
fore the Catholic schools and the 
Cathofi- public, of forming Catholic 

high school centers. 

As we are all agreed in regard to 
the value and hecessity of Catholic 
education, it becomes a logical duty 
to perfect the system that bears that 
name; to strengthen, link by link, 
the entire system from the kinder- 
garten to the university. ‘You have 
already placed before the public the 
need of establishing high schools as 
one of the most important links in 
the ch-'in. You have shown its dou- 
ble importance—namely, because of 
the Catholic training it imparts on 
the one hand and the urgent neces- 
sity of Catholic pupils to obtain such 
a training in these particularly try- 
ing years of their lives. Your pur- 
pose to have high school centers es- 
tablished will satisfy the need we 
have of such and will do so in :.n 
economic manner. 

Forget Parish Lines, 
It is better that we should have 
three or four well-equipp high 
_ schools than to have 12 or 14 indi- 

vidual parishes burden themselves 
with an extensive staff of high schol 
teachers and necessarily have only a 
limited number of pupils for them to 
teach. I wish to go on record as 
approving your plan and commend- 
ing the same to the kindly consid- 
eration of the parish priests and the 
school directors of the city. We 
ought, as earl; as we can, to realize 
that our Catholic high schoolg are 
one and al] a part of a grand Cath- 
olic system of training; that it is 
“one faith, one Lord, one baptism,” 
preachéd in the Catholic churches, 
which also should be the keynote of 
instruction in our schools; and that 
oneness should be not alone of faith, 
but of system as .well; to perfect 
that system we must forget for the 
moment parish lines and may even 
forget diocesan lines and make 
the sacrifices (and .aey vill be 
many) that are necessary to insure 
the survival of that system which 
stands for the, survival of all_ truth 
and the permanency of our civiliza- 
tion.

McCullough’s Friends.Unable to 
Explain Insinuations Writer 
Made in Letter. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 
CHICAGO, Iil., Aug. 19.—While Mrs. 


Myrtle Reed McCullough. novelist, who 
wrote under her maiden name. lay dead 
in her home here, as a result of poison 
taken with suicidal Intent, her husband, 
James S. McCullough, apparently ignor- 
ant of her tragic end, sent her a tele- 
gram last night conveying love greet- 
ings from Appleton, Wis., and telling 
her he would be home soon. 

McCullough, who is a real estate bro- 
ker, left home early Thursday morning, 
saying he was going to Milwaukee. Late 
Thursday night Mrs. McCullough was 
found dead in her room by a maid. 

Mrs. McCullough left a note in which 
ghe hinted that ill treatment by -her 
husband, who, a@ year ago, was called 
the “model husband’’ by her, caused 
Her to end her life. Her father also de- 
clared that his. son-in-law’s habits had 
broken his daughter's heart, 

The maid said McCullough came home 
Jate Wednesday night under the influence 
of liquor, and that when he departed 
Thursday morning without bidding his 
wife good-by, Mrs. McCullough appear- 
ed hurt and was despondent all day. 

That she committed suicide was the 
verdict of a Coroner's jury which held 
an inquest at the McCullough home. 

Her tragic death in her home, which 
had been termed by her friends ‘“Par- 
acisé Flat,’”’ is something her most in- 
timate friends cannot explain. Close 
friends and associates of McCullouzga 
declared they were unable to under- 
atand the note left by Mrs. McCullough, 
which cast a reflection upon her hus- 
band’s attitude toward her.

Consistency of a sort, required of President 
Taft the veto of the Farmers’ Free List bill yes- 
terday. A truer consistency would have dictated 
its signature. 

Reciprocity was a Taft measure. It aroused 
the honest apprehensions of some farmers along 
the northern boundary. In recompense to them 
this bill was promptly introduced in the House, 
reducing taxation upon many articles which farm- 
ers buy. It is complementary to reciprocity. The 
two measures should go together. 

Mr. Taft has never spoken as sharply of the 
tariff on articles covered by. the free list bill as 
he has of the “indefensible” taxes on wool and 
woolens. But he knows, as we all should know, 
that nineteen farmers out of twenty have never 
benefited by the tariff, since they sell their sur- 
plus crops in world-wide competition; while every 


° farmer is robbed by tariff-protected trusts in his 


capacity as a consumer. And to the farmer no 
less than to the consumer of woolens is the 
President held by his Chicago pledge of Dec. 3, 
1910: “We are bound to promote the prompt 
elimination of instances of injustice in the tariff 
law.” : 
However, the President hds made his choice. 
He has refused the chance offered him by Con- 
gress to lower taxation at once. He will now 
veto every tariff bill brought before him. This 
Congress has little more to do except to complete 
the record by passing such other tariff bills as 


, are pending and letting them meet their certain 


fate. , 

Upon the record that is now being made will 
largely turn the result of the 1912 election—to be 
decided by 15,000,000° American voters, most of 
whom are “ultimate consumers.”

The increase in the valu» of St. Louis manu- 
factured products in 10 years, since 1900, has been 
69 per cent, which is a greater percentage of in- 
crease than that of any other city of its class. 
It has 49 shoe factories, employing about 20,000 
people. Its five big car factories also employ 
10,000 and put out an annual product worth 
$70,000,000. It has 92 factories making gcods for 
its dry goods stores, which sell more than $70,- 
€50,000 worth in a year. Its hirdware stores, 
largely supplied by its own factories, sell $42,-

WHY DON’T THEY RESIGN? 

City Comptroller Taussig’s figures show that the 
appropriations for food in the city institutions 
have not been used up. In the case of every item 
there was less money spent for fodd than was 
appropriated. 

On the Investigating Cofmmittee’s visit to the 
city hospital Thursday everything was found in 
good condition, including Supt. Baur’s palatial 
apartment. 

It is clear that if there was poor food and in- 
sufficient food it was not because of the lack’ 
of money to buy it. 

It is equally clear that if there was filth and 
dirt and ‘vermin it was not because those were 
necessary or unavoidable. 

The inescapable conclusion is that these de- 
fects and deficiencies were due to bad manage- 
ment or no management. If the management had 
been good, more money would have been spent 
for. food and more food and better food would 
have been supplied. If the management had been 
efficient, alert and capable, the filth and vermin 
would have been done away with as effectively 
before the investigation was started as after it 
was under way; there would have been no filth 
or vermin at all. : 

The $225,000 additional appropriation asked for 
would not mark the difference between hunger 
and plenty, between bad food and good food or 
between dirt and cleanliness if it were to be used 
for those particular purposes, instead of raising 
wages. It might, under careful, capable manage- 
ment mark the difference between what is neces- 
sary and what is desirable. It might relieve em- 
ployes of burdens too great, but can an adminis- 
tration which was hopelessly inefficient on $750,- 
000 a year be made even hopefully efficient on 
$975,000 a year? 

Will a hospital commissioner ena a hospital 
board who were blind to dirt, vermin, bad food, 
rancid butter, rotten eggs, neglected patients and 
suffering and abused inmates on $750,000 a year, 
be able to see them on $975,000 a year? 

If nothing is done but to add $225,000 a year 
to the wages appropriation, what is to prevent the 
mantle of secrecy from again being drawn over 
the institutions? What assurance is there that 
presently more money will not be asked to correct 
more evils? 

Hospital Commissioner Morfit and the Hos- 
pital Board are failures both by confession and 
by proof. If they do not resign voluntarily, 
their resignations should be requested.

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COCOANUT GROVE’ S PROTEST. 

The cry that arose from Cocoanut Grove, on 
Natural Bridge road, against the extraordinary 
labors of the St. Louis Society for the Relief and 
Prevention of Tuberculosis was to be expected. 
The society is trying*to save a number of little 
children from contracting the white plague 
and help Ahem to get a public school education. 
It provides trained nurses for these little ones, 
bathes them, feeds them and cares for them in 
almost a maternal way, all of which is an aston- 
ishing innovation and departure from CocoafPut 
Grove’s customs. 

In one of his miracle stories H. G. Wells tried 
to show how an angelic being, suddenly fallen 
into a typical English village. found himself con- 
fronted at every turn by the selfishness and cow- 
ardice of its inhabitants. His nature prompted 
him to evgry kind of altruistic and helpful work, 
which earned for him the deadly hatred of those 
who misunderstood his motiv:s. The work of 
the anti-tuberculosis society in its attempt to 
save these St. Louis children is so altruistic as 
to be almost angelic. But it is the sort of work 
that the twentieth century approves, even if it 
threatens to bring what is possibly unpleasant 
In that case 
one promptly becomes medieval. Fear and ig- 
norance close the fountains of pity in’ Cocoanut 
Grove as elsewhere, 
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If haste is not made in settling the hospital 
mess Mayor Kreismann will delay his return and 
maintain his eepPorars,

A COURAGEOUS JUDGE... 

Thirteen members of the New York Live Poul- 
try Dealers’ Protective Association were sen- 
tenced each to three months’ imprisonment by 
Judge Rosalsky. In imposing sentence the Court 


said: 

The defendants have been convicted of the 
crime of conspiracy to control and monopolize 
a food product—a crime thet is mean and in- 
sidious. They have masqueraded as merchants 
of good repute while common morality was 
stifleqg in their despicable greed. They have 
waxed rich at the expense of poor and helpless 
consumers. They combined with the corrupt 
intent to drive from the field all who were 
not in sympathy with them, and the jury had 
no difficulty in fihding a verdict against 
them. 

Selfish aggrandizement was their motive, 
regardiess of the law. When, in 1906, they 
formed their combination, they controlled 956 
per cent of the product they intended to 
monopolize, and they ruthlessly crushed out 
competition in protecting their power and con- 
trolling their monopoly. 

The imposition of a fine would absolutely 
destroy the efficacy of the verdict rendered 
by the jury. A prison sentence, even with the 
misery it would bring the families of these 
men, would be vastly more effective.

W. S. Stuyvesant is right as to need for public 
links, but wrong as to Triple A, That little hilly, 
tree-blockédd, nine-hole course is already public 
and crowded to its limit during those hours of 
each afternoon when business mén and scholars 
find time to field the festive shinny club, and all 
Saturday afternoons and from/early morn to 
noon on Sundays*there is usually a waiting list 





“of folks who don't hesitate to pay the paltry 6 


cents or so a day it costs them to belong to the 
club, an organization that is so nearly public 


ever failed to find a welcome there. 

Incidentally, W. S. might study the other points 
which make the other part of the park best for 
the public links. For instance, accessibility, 
Triple A is too far from the cars. And the only 
cars which run through that section are the Mar- 
ket streeters, the infrequent Taylor transfer sys- 
tem and a sprinkling of Laclede cars which per- 
collate to the Highlands Sundays. The University 
cars run chose to the beautiful level area in the 
Other part of the park, where the links could be 
laid out with everything that would make them 
attractive for average players. They would be 
“on the level” in every sense of the word. No 
hills, no trees of consequence, no driving out of 
an established athletic’ organization which has 
already done a lot for the public both in golf and 
tennis.

They 4d» 
net stir the mind. Perhaps they may 
not reach the conscience, but always 
they are in the best form. «As a gentle- 
man speaks to his equals, with respect 
for them shown always by the feeling 
of his own worth entering what he 
offers them, so Louis Howland speaks 
to his readers. Even if he fails to con- 
vert them:‘from anything or to anything, 
he will leave them feeling the satisfac- 
tion of association with one they ar¢ 
pleased to acknowledge as a peer, who 
has been pleased to think of them as 
good company, worth the best he “can 
offer them.—(Day Unto Day, by Loui: 
Howland, Indianapolis, the Bobbs-Mer- 
rili Co.). 

From Indianapolis to Sapulpa, Ok., is 
not so very far on the time tables which 
abolish distance. At Sapulpa, Francis 
Warren Jacobs has been moved by the 
same impulses which moved Louis How- 
land at Indianapolis. He has that to 
communicate which he thinks of infin- 
ite value.

COMPOSITE HISTORY. 


ORD ROSEBERRY is a Conserva- 
g tive Liberal Democratic Tory Im- 
perialist. As a composite leader 
in English lterature and in world poli- 
tics, he makes no attempt to please ev- 
erybody all the time, but he does suc- 
ceed in a most remarkable way in pleas- 
ing somebody all the time and every- 
body some of the time. He has never 
written a school history of the United 
States, but if he were to attempt it, he 
could hardly exceed the remarkabic 
success of the composite work of Prof. 
Andrew C. McLaughlin of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago and Prof. Claude Hal- 
stéad Van Tyne of the University of 
Michigan. As headg of the departments 
of history in these two universities, 
these two able authorities have com- 
bined their talents as authors of school 
history, for the purpose (a) of putting 
in what will please everybody; (b) of 
leaving out everything that is most dis- 
pleasing, and, finally (c) of leaving 
every one who studies the book so 
pleased that he will accept it.as real 
history instead of,school history. In 
pleasing everybody some of the time 
where it is impossible to please every- 
body all the time, Mr. Bryan Is intro- 
duced as “a man of ideals and great 
sincerity,” and Col. Roosevelt is en- 
dorsed for “untiring industry, remark- 
able mental powers and unusual! breadth 
of interest and sympathy.” This shows 
composite genius which might have been 
equal to giving Gen. Funston and Aguin- 
aldo floral offerings of the same kind, 
Satisfactory to them ag representatives 
of conflicting factors in the logic of 
events. Yet, seemingly distrusting their 
powers too much, the joint 
think best to omit all mention of sev- 
eral years of the most critical history 
of the twentieth _Pentury rather than 
attempt to ham ‘se Funston and 
Aguinaldo with and working 
method. 
As this work od characterizes 
American school history, it is hard: to 
see how anything better than the pres- 
ent .volume can result from it. It is 
pleasingly written. The authors state 
facts to illustrate their own opinions 
of what @ young person ought not to 
know in a way which is so pleasing 
that it forestalls objections and subdues 
criticism. Such facts as are incompati- 
ble with this plan are omitted with the 
utmost skill in the art of inspiring con- 
fidence. The young American educated 
thus in the history of the United States 
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will be more composite than Lord Rose-

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“THE GRAIN OF DUST.” 


OT cr GRAIN OF DUST,” David 
Graham Phillips’ last novel comes 
from the press with a tragic nis- 
tory that probably will attract a great 
deal more attention to it than it merits. 
The story was written to order for a 
weekly literary journal and the last 
three chapters of it were found in the 
author’s pockets when he was murdered 
by an insane assassin on the New 
York streets less than a year ago. 
It is unfortunate that Fate made it his 
bid for posthumous fame. Truly 
enough, it is a story of action and, at 
times, ‘of absorbing interest, but its 
characters and motives are so con- 
temptible as to jar the finer sensibili- 
ties. It is well enough to say that the 
author was portraying rather than 
creating and that he painted a certain 
phase of New York life just as he 
found—want and all. But it is doubt- 
ful if the reader will sympathize with 
this view. Surely, even in New York 
everybody isn’t bad. All have not de- 
signs on the virtue and fortunes of 
their neighbors. The fault with the 
book is its low moral and ethical tone. 
Fred Norman, pictured as New York’s 
most successful lawyer, spends all his 
time trying to accomplish the ruin of 
an innecent maid and only marries her 
because he can’t get her otherwise. 
Miss Hallowell—the grain of dust that, 
carried hither and yon by the winds of 
a city street, gets in the eyes of men, 
who thereafter can’t see anything else 
—has the innocence of ignorance rather 
than knowledge and, therefore, can’t 
possibly be a strong character. They 
are the only persons in the story that 
matter, the others being even more con- 
temptible. The gist of the story is this 
and nothing more: A lawyer with a tre- 
mendous income lusts for the physica! 
glories of his stenographer. She has 
eyes but can’t see, can't even *fall into 
the traps he sets for her. And so it 
goes til] the inevitable marriage when, 
it is to be hoped, they be- 
come real as Weill as sane persons. Mr. 
Phillips has written many better books.

DGAR WALLACE, in ‘The Other 
Man,."’ has produced a big, bold 
story, which runs at impetuous 

speed through a baffling plot in high 
finance, piling incident upon incident, 
until the thrills produced are as livAly 
as the wireless waves upon which hang 
the chapters of mystery and suspense. 

There is a clever, sinister criminal, a 
man of power, who composes epigrams 
as he pursues his terrible course. There 
are a father who goes to the bad, and 
a daughter, the dauntless girl heroine 
influenced by the wily villain. 

Rut, also, there is a shrewd detective— 
T. B. Smith, prosaic assistant-commis- 
sioner of Scotland Yard. ‘Smith’s pic- 
ture is done in colors at page 278, and 
there is no pipe in his mouth, but his 
lips are set for business, and he is a 
busy man in this mory of “Thé Other 
Man.’ 

Smith is put up against a ring of 
bad, bad men in silk hats and evening 
dress—they are part of .the time—who 
by the poWer of manipulation and mon- 
ey already acquired, play international 
hob with the markets and reap enorm- 
ous profits, and any curious person 
' whose cupidity is aroused by a chance 
{to get in on the game is put out of 
ithe way swiftly, and with the same pre- 
cision that one goes about drowning 
kittens. 

But the big thing in the game of these 
desperate fellows that lifts them above 
the petty high financial criminal is the 
sens* of romance and imagination they 
display. Pirates bold they are in the 
markets and on the high seas. When 
all on land is unsafe for them, they 
take to the great’ ocean in a warship of 
their own, and. defy the world—and it 
is some time before the dreadnaughts 
of the nations bring the story to a cli- 
max that would get a dozen curtain 
calis if dead men could come to life as 
in the drama of the stage where the 
deaag are never dead. Poltavo, Cord, 
Doris, Baggin and all the others, the 
good and the bad—a busy cast.

THE WORST IN AMERICAN STYLE. 


CCORDING to Robert Louis Steven- 
son, all art begins in knowing 
what to leave out. In other words, 

if there is no restraint, there is no art 

in writing books, painting signboards or 
in anything else. 

This is important in connection with 
all war periods. During any great war 
the nervous tension threatens always 
to reach beyond restraint. In some the 
power of restraint is lost or so impaired 
that chronic hysteria appears in a great 
mass of writings: following any great 
war period. It may be concealed, and to 
that extent Stevenson might not have 
condemned its results altogether. But 
in some it shows itself with the full in- 
tensity of unrestrained hysterical spasm. 

After the close of the Civil War sev- 
eral writers became nationally notorious 
by cultivating this habit to its utmost 
extreme. One of them went from Ohio 
to Mississippi and edited the® Okolona 
States. He-had some method in his ut- 
most hysteria. In a way he had a cer- 
tain sort of genius. He has a great deal 
of physiological and political importance 
because he founded a “‘school,’”’ which 
had (or has) no sense whatever of the 
importance of leaving out what ought 
not to go in. 


It is necessary to say all this to show 
in advance why the collected writings 
of W. C. Brann, in two volumes, with a 
biography by J. D. Shaw, compel notice. 
Brann was born in Illinois. He left 
home at 18, beginning life as a beliboy, 
and educating himself without restraint 
by reading everything, good, bad and in- 
different. When he located finally in 
Texas ne was under the influence of the 


stvle which represented the worst over- 


strain of the Civil War period, as it had 
passed into a routine, mechanical meth» 
od. He was shot in Waco, and his bi- 
ographer recalls with apparent satisfac- 
tion that, after being mortally wounded, 
ke was able to return the fire of his 
assailant, who was also mortally 
wounded. As this sort of style intro- 
duced the “Spanish War period” of “red 
blood”’ fiction, it connects directly with 
the results of the Civil War on 
nerves and on the style of writings 
which results when nervous ; strain 
passes restraint. Such results may 
be atudied hereafter with close at- 
tention. In one sense, the writer 
of the book who does not know what 
to Ieave out is below the line of notice. 
By any standard of art, writing of this 
kind is the worst, even if otherwise un- 
objectionable. But when other genera- 
tions pass judgment on American his- 
tory the posterity which looks for the 
meanings concealed by the present may 
find the worst style and the crudest 
things said in it part of the best ma- 
terial for judgment,: (Brann, the Icon- 
oclast, a, Collection of the Writings of 
W. Cc. Brann,” In two volumes; Herz 
Bros., Waco, Tex.)

“SUCH A WOMAN.” 

WEN KILDARE’S death left this 
book unfinished, and the last 
chapters were completed by his 
widow, Leita Kildare, whose name ap- 
pears with his as joint authors. The 


preface, also Mrs. Kildare’s work, de- 
scribes the novel as her husband's 
legacy to the Bewery, and as a book 
with a purpose. 

The purpose was to show how mis- 
sion and settlement work, often mis- 
directed and futile, may be made of 
real service to the people of the slums. 
Kildare’s criticisms of some prevailing 
methods had aroused controversy, and 
this novel shows the constructive side 
of his program. Ervin Stoddard's 
‘“‘Waysid@d ‘Inn,’”’. where ‘occasional 
volunteers” of the dilettante sort were 
not tolerated, and where ‘“testimonies”’ 
of previous depravity were cut short 
as superfluous recitals of the self- 
evident, is the center of the story. 

The pictures of the “‘Inn’s’’ effective 
work, of police court and prison scenes 
and of the daily life of the slums, are 
remarkably free from exaggeration or 
misplaced sentimentality. Kildare 
knew the Bowery, and he could write, 
though with a diction far from fault- 
less; and he made “Such a Woman’”’ 
both a very readable novel and a most 
interesting sociological treatise. The 
final episode of the story, Stoddard’s 
love affair, Is needlessly shocking to 
the reader's sensibilities. Stoddard, a 
man gf clean record and fine antece- 
dents, had no business to marry “such 
a woman.”’ A like situation was far 
better handled in “A Singular Life,”’ by 
the late Elizabeth Stuart Phelps. But 
this unhappy “happy ending’’ does not 
offset the great merit of the rest of the

The assertion is made 
that ‘all ‘“‘quacks’” who prey upon ‘the 
ignorant and. unfortunate are foreign- 
ers; that of the fake ‘“‘medical establish- 
ments,"” “not one is controlled by a 
genuine American or Britisher.’’ This 
assertion is surely incorrect, unneces- 
sary and mischievous. Anything that 
will make for prejudice is bound to be. 
Another serious blunder is the high 
praise 'of the navy and the urging ot 
hoys to join that branch of our service. 
Thousands of broken-hearted immothers 
and fathers can be found in this land as 
a result of boys running off to the navy.
